FTHIOPIA BECOMES 


MEMBER OF LEAGUE 


Geneva, September 28.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Ethiopia today 
was formally admitted to membership 
in the league of nations, the Abys- 
sinian empire having convinced the 
powers of the league that she was dune 


with slavery forever. When the 
names of the Ethiopian delegates were 
called her representatives strode to 
the allotted places picturesquely clad 
in costumes of rich and colorful ma- 
terial. 

The applause revealed that which 
greeted Ireland when the sons of Krin 
were received into the family of na- 
tions. 

When the plaudits had subsided 
Prince Dejazmatch Nadeou, the chief 
delegate, with finely chiselled ebony 
features and a black Vandyke beard, 
mounted the rostrum ana spore in 
the name of his ruler, His Majesty 
Ouizero Zeoditu. Ethiopia had had a 
glorious past, he said, but being de- 
ficient in modern pregress, had sought 
admission into the great league which 
stood for progress in modern civiliza- 
tion and for helpful cooperation be- 
tween the peoples of the earth. 

The empire was admitted to the 
league as a result of instructions from 
Abyssinia authorizing the delegation 
to subscribe to an agreement re- 


specting the abolishment of slavery. 


As the delegates already had power to 
assume all the other obligations of 
the league no further impediment to 
Ethiopia’s election existed.

FLOOD BLOCKS RESCUE 
OF WRECK DEAD 


Continued from First Page. 


the result of a cloudburst, the small 
bridge was in no condition to with- 
stand its heavy load of steel. 

Hundreds of people visited 
spot today and silently viewed the 
tungled mass of steel and wood in 
the. stream. They gazed at the 
wrecked express car and saw the legs 
of a man clad in faded blue coveralls, 
the feet dangling in the water. In 
the westibule of the same car the 
body of a man, hanging face down- 
ward, could be seen. And while they 
stood helpless, unable to reach the 
victims, the angry current roared 
over the sides of the car. 

To attempt to reach the imnvrisoned 
hodies meant death in the swollen 
stream. 

Father Stands Death Watch. 

A large portion of the crowd drift- 
ed away as the storm incr-ssed in 
violence. The figure of an aged man, 
standing with bowed head, staring 
into the water, begam to attract at- 
tention. The cold rain and snow beat 
jown on his face, and mingled with 
his tears. Tle was the father of Orrie 


the 


Mallon, fireman of the ill-fated train. 
There was not a trace of his boy’s 
engine to be seen. : 

Railroad officials, their eyes, red 
from loss of sleep and drenched by 
the storm worked with but one thought 
—to recover the bodies before they 
were snatched away by the swirling 
waters, possibly to he buried in a sand 
drift and there lie lost forever. 

Everything possible was being done, 
according to railroad officials, to 
speed the work of recoyering the dead, 
but until the stream r es, little can 
be accomplished. 

The locomotive and smoker of the 
train still lié completely submerged, 
the latter containing the bodies of 
many dead for whom relatives and 
friends have long since given up hope. 
In another day coach, all but the end 
of which is submerged, a gruesome 
discovery will also meet the first to 
explore its interior, while one Pull- 
man whieh toppled into the torrent is 
believed to contain bodies of more— 
three passengers and a porter. 

A mail and express car with its 
load of sodden freight and one dead 
lies near the bank. In the engine cab 
the bodies of Engineer J. C. Spring- 
ler and Fireman Ollie Mallon prob- 
ably will be found. 


Arrange for Derricks. 


Arrangements had been completed 
to erect derricks and hoist the cars 
with their dead from the stream, but 
this plan was abandoned through fear 
that coaches would be broken and 
bodies of the dead lost. As a result 
they will remain all night in the 
watery tomb and plans will be made 
to explore them with the arrival of 
daybreak tomorrow, when it is prob- 
able that they will be uncovered. 

The wreck stands out as the great- 
est disaster of all time on the Burling 
ton railroad in Wyoming, both in tol) 
of life and its gruesome aspects, ac- 
cording to railroad men. 

Without a hint or warning the en- 
gine plunged into the stream, swollen 
by a cloudburst, the coaches follow- 
ing swiftly in succession, each marked 
by a lurch which tossed passengers 
about in their Pullman compartments. 

Not a sound was heard from pas- 
sengers in day coaches, their cries and 
screams being stifled as the death 
traps in which they were riding sud- 
denly were filled with water. When 
half-clad passengers of the Pullmans 
scrambled out of the cars they heard 
only a few cries and the rushing 
of the water over the coaches that 
had gone into the stream. 

Two Pullmans remained on the 
track, but the head Pullman, stana- 
ing with its nose in the water, pre- 
sented an opportunity for heroie res- 
cues which were duplicated in remov- 
ing people from the end of the day 
coach that had been up-ended. In 
the Pullman Conductor L. D. Coburn 
and M. A. Robinson clung to the bell 
cord to reach people who were brought 
out in safety. Death faced the men 
as they descended into the car three 
times. The car later toppled into the 
stream and was submerged. 


SURVIVOR WALKS 
14 MILES FOR AID. 

Casper, Wyo., September 28.— 
(United News.)—Four bodies had 


been recovered and between 20 and 
25 more passengers were believed to 
be buried in the submerged wreckage 
of Burlington passenger train No. 30, 
when rescue work was abandoned Fri- 
day night until morning. 

Heavy rains and snow, which weak- 
ened the bridge over the Cole creek 
torrent, 14 miles from here, until it 


coliapsed from the weight of the pas- 


scrnger train, beat incessantly through- 
cut the state during the day, and had 
brought the thundering torrent to new 
high levels and made the search for 
bedies impossible at nightfall. 

The engine and smoking car have 
been almost entirely covered by the 
incoming treachtrous sands of the 
desert. 

Four bodies, those of members of 
the crew, were taken out of the engine 
Friday, just before new walls of weter 
made further rescue work futile. ‘lhe 
bodies recovered were those of Ollie 
Mallon, fireman: Guy W. Goff, con- 
ductor; Ed Spangler, engineer, and 
an unidentified brakeman. 

Following the wreck, twelve passen- 
gers were hauled to safety from the 
palf-submerged day coach, largely due 
to the heroic efforts of M. A, Robin- 
son, a passenger, from Salida, Col. 

Death Watch on Desert. 

Robinson grabbed a rope he saw in 
the upper end of the car, tied it to 
one of the platform rods, leaped into 
the turbulent current, and on reach- 
ing shore, made fast the other «nd of 
his improved lifeline. He then di- 
rected rescue work until the last liv- 
ing passenger had been removed frum 
the err.

long hours of a murky night. As fel- 
low passengers made last, despairing 
struggles for life, a few feet away 
those who had escaped the terrible 
torrent, which a few days ago had 
been but a brooklet, could only sit 
helplessly and wait. . 

The inky blackness of the night 
made the booming torrent at their feet 
invisible, but it was rapidly snuffing 
out the last human life on the doomed 
train. 

A spoken word, a ery for help. a 
last despairing shriek as some victim 
loosed his grasp on a temporary 
haven of refuge, or a shouted inquiry 
from the bank, all these were drowned 
out by the mad rushing roar of the 
torrent. 

Scene Is Evil. 

Only an occasional shadow made 
the train discernible, and now and 
then a black ripple made its way 
through the white foam as another 
part of the train sank lower into the 
swirling waters. 

Some time after midnight, the first 
relief train arrived from Casper, sum- 
moned by a passenger who had made 
his way 14 miles along the track to 
tell of the tragedy. 

This took the refugees back to Cas- 
per and left in their stead a fresh 
crew of workers. The latter. how- 
ever, were as helpless against the im- 
prezgnable wall of water as those who 
had been relieved. 


During a temporary lull in the tor- 
rent, eighteen bodies were ceclared 
to have been located, but on’y those 
of the train crew were recovered.

The Platte is barely a stone’s throw 
from the railroad tracks where Cole 
creek empties into the larger stream, 
an it was at this spot that the ill- 
fated passenger train plunged into 
what is ordinarily a dry creek. 

Terrific rains have been falling in 


the district. 

The train left Casper at 8:35 
o’clock last night. It was made up of 
a mail, express and baggage car, two 
chair cars and two Pullman sleepers. 

Bodies Rescued. 

Several bodies were removed early 
today from partly suomerged cars, 
but names of victims sie lacking. 

A relief train whi'h returned to 
Casper during the nigat brought back 
some 30 survivors, most of them from 
rear Pullmans of the train which es- 
caped the washout. Many of these 
people, minus their clothes, were still 
in a car at the station this morning. 

The bridge gave way, according to 
the best reports, before the engine was 
‘far out on the structare. The bag- 
gage coach followed, apparently slid- 


|ing into the torrent on top of the loco- 
|motive and breaking wide open as it 


lunged to the far sid2 of the creek.

Describes Horrors. 

George Evenson, a railroader, who 
was a passenger in the rear Pullman, 
described the wreck as one of quiet 
horror, in which the cries of the vic- 
tims, if there were any, were stifled 
and smothered by the flood waters 
that closed over them. 

“The first intimation I had that 
all was not right was when the train 
gave a lurch and slowed up rapidly,” 
he said. “IT braced myrelf for a crash 
but instead one lurch followed an- 
other, evidently caused as the several 
coaches followed the engine into the 
ditch. At the third Inrch the lights 
in the Pullman went off.

“As IT ran up to the bank in the 
darkness there was no sound but the 
water rushing over the cars that had 
piled into the stream.

Rescues Effected. 

Survivors were returned to Casper 
on a special train with the exception 
of several who were rescued from the 
chair car when the first relief train 
from Casper arrived. The rescues 
were effected by the use of a rope 
rigged up as a breeches buoy, which 
was run to the top of the chair car. 
Light from the locomotive head light 
enabled the workers to carry seven or 
eight to the bank. Ali those left ip 
the coach are believed to have per- 
ished. 

About 9:10 o'clock the Denver train 
swept around a curve and plunged 
inte the stream. Apparently the loco- 
motive got clear acrfoss the culvert 
before it gave away under the weight 
of the heavy train. Then it slipped 
back into the water, and both engineer 
and fireman were killed. 

One passenger car. buried in the 
stream, was swept 190 yards out into 
the Platte river.

The most thrilling portion of the 
rescue scene then enbued. A big cable 
rope obtained at the Big Muddy Oil 
Field was thrown over to the ma- 
rooned sleeper. ' 

With the headlight of the locomo- 
tive of the relief train playing on the 
scene, the slow process of rescue in 
this manner proceded. Men, women 
and children went hand over hand 
from the sleeper to the east bank, a 
distance of more than 150 feet. Sev- 
eral times, women lost one hand hold 
of the rope, only to regain their bal- 
ance and rave themselves from drop- 
ping into the sweeping waters. 

After their trip across the. water, 
several women fell into a dead faint 
and had to be carried to waiting cars. 
A man carried a baby in his arms 
from the marooned car to the bank 
and almost miraculously affected a 
rescue. 

Of the injured brought to Casper 
early this morning few are seriously 
hurt. 

It was still raining at the scene 
of the wreck eary this morning. One 
sleeper was left on the track where 
it had been derailed at the brink of 
the stream. Occupants were sleep- 
ing in the car. 

Darkness Impenetrable. 


Aside from two dim railroad arc 
lights, there was not a light visible 
nt the scene of the wreck, and it was 
difficult to distinguish the location 
of the different cars in the stream or 
jammed up against the east bank. 

Understakers left Casper at 5 o'clock 
this morning to search the river for 
bodies. Undertakers also have been 
notified at Douglas to cooperate in 
finding the bodies. ‘The sheriff and 
deputies left on the same special train 
for the scene to assist in the work of 
extracting bodies from the wreckage. 

The police in Glenrock have been 
notified and will cooperate in prevent- 
ing any robbing of the bodies. Towns 
down the Platte river have been noti- 
fied to be on the lookout for float- 
ing bodies or bodies washed ashore. 

It is believed that it will be 24 
hours or more before many bodies can 
be taken from the submerged cars be- 
cause of the high water. Most of 
those drowned may be washed out of 
the cars because of the terrific cur- 
rent of the stream.

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PRAISE BUDGET 


AND INCOME TAX 


Savannah, Ga., September 28.— 
(Special.)\—What the citizens of 


Georgia want in the matter of tax 


reform was summed up here late to- 
day at the final regional conference 
etween Governor Clifford Walker, 
his special tax commission, and the 
representatives of many interests in 
this section of the state. From the 


. impressions gained by the commission 


on its tour, there are several sut- 
standing remedies which Georgians 
desire, Dr. J. H. -T. McPherson, of 
Athens, tax expert and member of the 
commission, deciared at the dinner 
given by the Savannah board of 
trade. 

These remedies are: 

A budget system to insure tbe 
honest, economical administration of 
funds and to guarantee that addi- 
tional tax money shall be safely and 
wisely spent for its full worth; a 
moderate income tax with a progres- 
Sive rate, but with progression lim- 
ited, and with no surtax, with a rea- 
sonable exemption provision, ang n 
fiat rate for the incomes too sMal” 
for profitable collection of the tax 
a classified property tax, and some 
form of sales tax. 


Discusses Each Plan. 

Dr. McPherson explained each of 
these items in the general reform 
scheme as the commission, he indi- 
eated, had found to be the general 
thoughtful, popular demand in ve 
sponse to the 1aovement for a change, 
and he discussed the merits and tne 
possible weaknesses in each plan 
Governor Walker and each of the 
other members of the commission 
spoke, and they made it clear that 
the commission is putting forward 
no definite plan for taxation or tax 
legislation or tax reform and that tle 
commission has as yet held no ie- 
liberations with any recommendatious 
from the commission in view. They 
explained thet the commission is ou 
4 mission of popular research, to a2- 
vertain, if possible, the views of the 
people who must bear the burdens and 
who are entitled to be heard, and 
who have heen intellicently thinking 
the tax question over from every 
angle.

Civic and commercial 
bodies, representative citizens, inter- 
ested in this and that line of busi- 
ness or owning this or that sort of 
property, heads of institutions inter- 
ested largely in taxes and heads of 
institutions which receive some of the 
funds raised by taxes, Icgislators from 
20 counties about Savannah—tbese 
composed the party which met the 
commission. The proposed sales tax, 
the recently adopted tax on cigar- 
ettes and cigars, the stamp tax on 
mortgages, and the high rates charg- 
ed on fire insurance premiums were 
presented to the commission and 
much interest was shown in them. 
Pleas were made for some means to 
be devised for funds for the educa- 
tional and health work in the state. 

W. D. Anderson, of Macon, and B. 
D. Brantley, of Blackshear, made 
leading talks for some sound tax 
system which will insure more funds 
for education gnd for bealth, as nec- 
essary for the development of indus- 
tries and agricultural lines in the 
state. 

Walker Asks Support. 


Mr. Anderson is sx manufacturer, 
Mr. Brantley, e banker, especially in- 
terested in farming. They did not 
attempt to outline a plan for reform, 
but left the formulation of some bet- 
ter way to the experts of the com- 
mission. 

Governor Walker made a plea to 
the southeast Georgia groujs to stand 
by and back of the commission, unit- 
ediy for the cause of the state’s 
prosperity and progress. ‘The mer- 
chants of Savannah, through their va- 
rious organizations, jpassed_ resolu- 
tions at a morning moecting opposing 
and protesting against any addition- 
al taxes, declaring that merchants 
are closing their doors and moving 
away from the state on account of 
the burdens, and resolving that they 
favor, as the lesser of the evils, a 
general sales tax if necessary 
the net business done by all interests 
This tax would serve 
to minimize the present taxes paid 
by any one individual, it was said.

WHEN COOLIDGE IS WISE. 


President Coolidge’s reputed de- 
termination not to call an extra ses- 
sion of congress this fall, despite the 
clamor of the La Follette-Brook- 
hart-Shipstead radical group, will 
meet with general aprpoval. It is the 
sensible view, whatever the criti- 
cisms may be. 

Failing in various earlier excuses 
for an extra session, the recent de- 
mand has been based upon agricul- 
tural conditions as they affect the 
west. The wheat farmer has been 
made the goat as well as the lamb 
of politicians, and yet the wheat 
farmer is in no worse condition 
than the cotton farmer, and there 
is no call for any legislation to help 
the southerner. 


As a matter of fact nothing can 
now be done to help the wheat 
grower. His salvation for the fu- 
ture is In his own hands. The 
whole face of the earth in the wheat 
states was plowed up -and planted 
to wheat. The situation is simply 
too much wheat while Europe’s 
markets are closed to American 
supplies. 

Somebody has suggested that the 
tariff duty on wheat be again in- 
creased, due to Canada’s enormous 
supply. Twice during the interim 
since the republican administration 
took the reins has the wheat tariff 
been increased. Twice—and yet, 
while the bread consumer is paying 
the tariff increases, the wheat farm- 
er is still yelling, and the western 
politicians are trying to further cap- 
italize themselves around his dis- 
tress calls. 

The very men—the little group 
of irreconcilables in the senate— 
who are clamoring loudest for an 
extra session of congress ‘‘to help 
the wheat situation,” are the very 
senators who are more responsible 
than any other men in the world 
for Europe’s economic condition 
today by which her markets 
are closed to American production, 
and by which America’s elevators 
are running over with wheat that is 
selling for less than the costs of 
production. 

If Europe’s markets were open 
wheat would be strong, and so 
would cotton be strong, and on an 
up-grade instead of receding, as is 
the market today, and for no other 
reason than the weakened condition 
of Europe’s buying power. Surplus 
has nowhere to go so long as Eu- 
rope’s markets are not in an eco- 
nomic position to buy and pay for 
American production. The barrier 
between the hungry stomachs of the 
working classes all over Europe, 
reaching into the millions, and the 
overflowing bins of the American 
wheat growers was erected by the 
republican party, through its policy 
of isolation, and no extra session of 
congress to deal with further legis- 
lation for the wheat farmer can 
even approximate a solution of the 
problem. The foreign policy of 
this government must be changed 
before the situation will become 
more bearable. Aloofness from Eu- 
rope in this critical period means 
less foreign exports. The Consti- 
tution has already called attention 
to the adverse balance of trade in 
1922, reaching $566,000,000 after 
‘taking into account the so-called in- 

risible factors. 

American agriculture as a whole 
is having a good year. This year’s 
torn crop will run around $600,- 
900,000 in value ahead of last year.

Fact is, the radicals of the wheat 
belt who are clamoring for an ex- 
tra session for the “wheat grow- 
ers’ do not expect to get any re- 
sults, even should such a session 
be called. They simply bank upon 
the usual method of feeding politi- 
cal dope as a cure-all for economic 
distress.

CONDITIONS ARE GOOD. 

Charles E. Mitchell, president of 
the National City bank of New York, 
in an address delivered before the 
American Bankers’ Association con- 
vention in Atlantic City recently 
declared business conditions of the 
moment to be the most favorable 


59 | the country has known since Ameri- 


ca’s entry Into the world war, not 
even excepting the periods during 
or those immediately following the 
war. 

This statement, coming at 2 
time when there are expressed fears 
of an approaching depression in 
business—for those who watch the 
stock market closely have in the 
recent Past been inclined to regard 
the slump in prices as an indication 
of “slowing down’’—should do 
much to dispel the growing fear of 
a business reaction. 

“Our productive powers are In- 
tact; they are functioning efficient- 
ly; and our banking and financial 
system is equal to any demands that 
may be laid upon it,” are the fur- 
ther significant words of a man who 
is in a position to know, and whose 
business it is to watch the various 
cycles of business. 

Mr. Mitchell does not predict that 
permanent prosperity is assured. He 
does, however, impress the fact that 
we are today enjoying a real state 
of prosperity, and should be cog- 
nizant of it and instil, so far as we 
are able, a spirit of confidence 
throughout business America that 
will extend the life of the prosper- 
ous period. 

Most significant are the closing 
words of his address to the nation’s 
bankers: 


“We have emerged from the eddies 
of war into the calm moment through 
which we can safely sail without fear 
of storm, but let us warn that we 
are headed for the open: sea, where 
if our ship would safely sail, we must 
be prepared for the powerful rollers 
of world competition, and that now, 
in this period of calm, is the time 
for us to see that the ship is freed of 
barnacles that retard its progress, that 
it is caulked and made ready, and 
that the crew is trained for service.” 

This flower of speech, most 
forcefully expressed, means that the 
“powerful rollers of world compe- 
tition” will challenge the best ef- 
forts of America for strengthening 
and enlarging her overseas trading, 
which can only result from a more 
cooperative spirit in international 
affairs, and a general strengthening 
of America’s merchant marine, 


MAIL MARKETING. 

Senator William J. Harris has an- 
nounced that he will introduce, up- 
on the convening of congress in 
December, a bill to reduce parcel 
post.rates “from the country to 
towns” so that farmers may make 
further use of the service in mail 
marketing. 

Probably the Georgia senator will 
so define the differential in rates 
sought that such rates may be ap- 


| plied only to “farm products,” thus 


enabling the farmer to place his 
fresh yard eggs, or dressed poul- 
try, or butter, or “home-made pork 
Sausage,” etc., directly into the 
hands of the city consumer, and at 
such nominal carrier expense that 
the “farm to consumer by parcel 
post” trade may be worked up to 
become a potential factor in soly- 
ing some of the farm problems. 


If so, every encouragement should 
be given such a proposal, and partic- 
ularly in view of the fact that the 
chief argument in favor of the par- 
cel post, when it was an issue be- 
fore congress, was Its great promise 
in helping the farmer market his 
production. 


To say that the general parcel 
post rates, however, which now fail 
by several million a year to cover 
the costs of transportation, and ad- 
ministration of service, shall be fur- 
ther reduced in all zones, thereby 
working to the detriment of home 
merchants who must compete with 
catalogue or so-called “mail order 
houses,” would be to Cripple busi- 
ness of the masses in the interest of 
a few without any benefit in turn 
to the consumers, who find in the 
long run that the “patronize home 
merchants” and “buy home prod- 
ucts” slogans are after all the safest 
and sanest and most economical 
courses to pursue. 

Senator Harris has said that he 
expected to include other features 
in the legislation such as utilizing 
the daily visits of the rural mail car- 
riers in reporting to the postmaster 
where the farmers have products, 
the quantities and prices, so the in- 
formation could be distributed by 
the postmaster. 

This will be most appreciative 
service, and there is no reason why 
rural carriers may not assist in some 
such constructive manner in the 
marketing of farm production, or fn

sembled, in every instance by tunan'mous 
vote. In eddition the Georgia Press asso- 
ciation, the Georgia diviston of the VT. C. 
V., the Texas Bankers’ association, the Ala- 
bema Pharmacentical association and other 
siete organizations have done the same In 
dictributing the questionnaires necessary to 
obtain the information sought, I am oceing 
aided by the Masons, the county superip- 
tendents of schoole and other organizations.

CHAPTER XVI.—Rumania and Jugo-Slavia. 
BY JOHN F. SINCLAIR 
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Rumania has a king and a queen 
But they don’t count. The family tv 
reckon with there is not the royal! 
family, but the family of Bratiano. 

Jom Bratiano is prime minister. 
His father was prime minister for a 
generation before Jon. The brother 
of Jon is Vintila Bratiano, minister 
of finance. The third brother is the 
government leader in the nationai as- 
sembly. For thirty years the name 
of Bratiano has been the first name 
in Rumania. 


The father was leader of the liberal 
party, and he made it liberal. The 
son Jon took over the liberal party 
and he has made it conservative, 
But Jon has two weaknesses—he is 
getting old and he is lazy. So more 
and more Jan is relying on his brother 
Vintila, minister of finance, for his 
guidance. 


Today Vintila Bratiano is the real 
power in Rumania. A man of ordina- 
ry ability, but with strong physica! 
vitality, he has risen to power, unlike 
bis brother, by his tremendous capaci- 
ty for hard work. I met him at the 
office of the ministry of finance at 8 
o'clock in the morning. 

Difficult Problem. 

“Yes, we have a very difficult 
problem. But we will work it out if 
weare given a chance,” declared the 
finance minister, speaking in Frencb. 
These last words were said with a 
smile, evidently recalling the wild 
scenes in the national assembly which 
I witnessed the preceding day when 
a general free-for-all fist fight oe- 
curred between the members of his 
party (liberal) and those of the peas- 
ant party. 

“Our big task is to hold Rumania 
together long enough to make govern- 
ment expenditures and receipts bat- 
ance, and exports at least equal to 
imports. So far we have not wsue- 
ceeded. Until that time we are going 
to have trouble, even worse than we 
have had so far,” he declared. 

Rumania was first a Roman colv- 
ny. When Turkey captured it and 
held it for 400 years. After the 
Russo-Turkish war in 1877, she s#n- 
nounced her indepedence. She lost 
Bessurabia at the same time to Rus- 
sia. But it was given back to her 
after the last war. She was also 
given Transylvania from Hungary. 
Also some parts of Austria. 

Her population increased from 
9,200,000, before, to 17,300,000, after, 
the war. Her area was increased 
from 53,000 square miles—about the 
size of Arkansas—to 122.000 square 
miles, thus adding an additional ter- 
ritcry equal to that of Missouri. 

Fertile Country. 

Today Rumania is a very fertile, 
peasant country, rich in lands, for- 
ests, oil and salt. Eighty per cent of 
her people are peasants, and only one 
in four can read and write. 

Now why isn’t Rumania progres- 
sing? First, the liberal party has 
never had the confidence of the peas- 
ants, who charge the government 
with gross mismanagement and cor- 
ruption in high places. Unfortunate- 
ly, this seems to be true. Rumania is 
steeped in corruption and graft. 

Then the policy of the present gov- 
ernment in putting on very heavy ex- 
port duties on all grain and live 
stock leaving Rumania, is decreasinx 
production, instead of bringing in rey- 
enue. 


Mr. Mihalache, the popular leader 
of the peasant party, told me that this 
government agricultural policy was 
drying up agricultural production. 
The acreage in wheat, rye and barley 
is less this year than in 1922. This 
means less production, less exports to 
buy imports with. It means slowing 
down production. It means less na- 
tional income per individual. Mr. 
Mihalache, Dr. Lupin and the other 
peasant leaders, are demanding the 
withdrawal of all export duties so ar 
to enable the farmers to receive the 
world prices for articles of export. 

Volume Decreases. 

In the meantime, both the volume 
of imports and exports is growing less 
instead of more. It is getting harder 


| to pay for imports in 1922, for they 


were three times as large as exports, 

The money situation also is bad. 
The circulation has increased 35-fold 
since 1913. The gold reserve now is 
about 3 per cent. as against 46 per 
cent in 1914. Before the war an 
American dollar would buy five lei— 
today 200 lei. 

Prices have increased 80-fold. Pa- 
per wages have increased 2%0-fold. 
Real wages are 2-3 of 1914 wages, 
The government receipts from taxes 
since the war are 60 per cent of gov- 
ernment expenditures. The balance ~ 
40 per cent—made up by fresh bor- 
rowings or by holding up payments. 

We may conclude, therefore, that 
Rumania {is not holding her own. She 
is not paying her way. Financially 
speaking, she is building on quick- 
sand. She, too, must ent down her 


army and navy and her tariff and 
join the rest of the European naticns 
in demanding the restoration of the 
wrecked machine of international 


trade. 


Jugo-Slavia. 

I flew from Bucharest, Rumania, 
to Belgrade, Jugo-Slavia, in. three 
hours. It’s a French airline, linking 
France to the Balkan states. Just 
another link in the French chain. 

Just as Rumania has her Bratiano, 
so Jugo-Slavia has her Pashitch. For 
forty years, this 7-year-old prime 
minister’ has dominated all the coun- 
try ruled at Belgrade. His word was 
law in Belgrade before Mussolini was 
born. And he atill rules. 

Ruled 


It’s an interesting country. 
by Turkey for 500 years, old Serbia 
hecame free by the treaty of Berlin in 
1878. Since then she has n 6c 
busy fightine she has had little time 
for anything else. After the last 
war, Croatia and Slovania joined Sec- 
bia and formed the kingdom of the 
Serbs, Croatiansand Slovenes—popu- 
larly called Jugo-Slavia (Southern 
Slavs.) This was effected in Decem 
ber, 1918. Since then the old king- 
dom of Montenegro has also been 
joined -to Jugo-Slavia, under a deci 
sion of the council of ambassadors 
given in July, 1922. 

Today Jugo-Slavia has a mixed pop- 
ulation of 12,0000,000 people, moatl7 
peasants, living in a territory abut 
the size of Minnesota. About 60 per 
cent of the people are Serbians, 18 
per cent Croatians, 8 per cent Slo- 
venians and the rest mixed. Her gso- 
cial problem is aserious one. Now 
Croatians, under the leadership of 
M. Radith, have =sefused to ac- 
knowledge the kindgom, insisting on 
a republic. Now Crotia is to Juge- 
Slavia what Ireland is to England. 
This makes the government much 
weaker than it wot!d be otherwise. 

Suspicious of Hungary. 

Their neighbor—Huvgary—is look- 
ed upon with suspicion. Also Italy, 
who does not want Jugo-Slavia to 
have any port on the Adriatic. (All 
the fuss between Italy and Jygo-Sla- 
via is on this question.) 

A large army, with compulsory mili- 
tary service, is maintained. It is 
larger than the entire army of the 
United States. About 20 per cent cf 
her total expenditures are for the 
military. Officers, in their gay, brii- 
liant uniforms, are to be seen every- 
where. Many French officers are 
also there. The Balkans, when I was 
there in July, were seething with riil 
itary activity. Jugo-Slavia is no ex- 
ception. 

Before the great war, little Serb's 
was not spending morethan her re- 
ceipts—nor was she importing quite 
so much as she exported. She was 
getting along, although her public 
debt charges kept piling up. She did, 
— keep her money at the gold 

int. 

During the war she did exactly ae 
the rest—inflated her currency, in- 
creased her debts, increased her im- 
ports and decreased her exports. 
Since the war she has been trying 
hard to come back. 

Results of War. 

In 1919 her exports only paid for & 
per cent of her imports: in 1920 her 
exports were better—paid 5C per cent 
of imports. The 1922 figures are not 
yet available, 

Jugo-Slavia exports grain, cattle, 
timber and prunes, and imports ma- 
chinery, manufactured articles and 
chemicals. She also has valuable 
coal, iron, lead and copper mines. As 
a country of small peasant holdings, 
she should be able to support herself. 

Her financial situation is bad, but 
better than some, 

Since the end of 1920 she has 
about doubled her volume of paper 
money. It costs now $367 to buy 
what $100 would in 1920. Prices 
have risen more than 31-2 times. 
Government receipts from taxation 
and expenditures have not been bal- 
anced so far. In 1922 receipts were 
equal to about 75 per cent of the 
government expenditures — without 
including interest on the externa: 
debt, the principal of which now 
amounts to $265,000,000. 

Military Expenditures. 

In a word, while Jugo-Slavia can’t 
balance, and is pledging state reve- 
nues and state monopolies to private 
international bankers for one and twt 
generations ahead, she atill puts 20 
per cent of her revenue into the mil- 
itary and another 20 per cent into 
interest charges, 

Minister of Finance Stoyadino- 
vitch, with whom I discussed this 
matter, knows it can pot go on indefi- 
nitely. 

Jugo-Slavia, too, must soon take 
her stand when civilization calls the 
roll for peace and reconstruction or 
a and destruction. She cannot have

To the cotton crop is to be charged 
not only the poverty of the rural com-

Edmondson  re- 
peatedly declined to restify, not “see- 
ing why his testimony could not be 
taken October 8, the date to which 
the hearing has been continued.” 

A few minutes after this Mr. Clark 
went to see Mr. Edmondson and upon 
his return again announced that Mr, 
Edmonson would not ‘ecstify. 

After his attorney had announced 
that Edmondson was not in physical 
condition to testify and would not 
give evidence, Mr. Olive, attorney for 
the committee, issued this statement 
for record: 

“I want to question Edmondson con- 
cerning some papers he has in his 
possession, these documents concern 
the statements of Mr. Stewart who 
said recently in the house when 
brandishing a pack of matter in the 
air that Mr. Brown was a liar, per- 
jurer and thief. 

“Mr. Stewart has said that he does 
not remember what these papers were 
and we demand to know what they 
were.

“I guess the public will now 
understand that neither I nor my at- 
torney was stalling about getting Ed- 
mondson’s testimony,” said Mr.

He said he was not physically able to 
appear for testimony, that he had not 
had sufficient notice the committee | 
was coming today, and had not had | 
time to arrange the great file of/| 
decuments necessary for presenta- 
tion. 

“We askel them to give us till fo- 
morrow morning toe get the rapers 
into shane and they refused,” he 
added. Simondson also said, “the 
eommittee is. composed of ten rank 
Brown partisan« against two rep- 
resentatives of the people.” 

Had Bie Surprise.

Chicago, September 28.—New Ca- 
nadian crop estimates 57,000,000 
bushels smaller than the Canadian 
government's latest returns had much 
to do with a decided upturn today in 
wheat prices here. The market closed 
firm, 3-4 to 13-4 cents net higher, De- 
cember $1.06 3-8 to $1.06 3-8@1-2, ana 
May $1.107-8 to $1.11. Corn fin- 
ished 1-8 to 11-4 cents up, oats at 
18 to 1-2@5-8-cent gain and pro- 
visions showing 2 cents to 25 cents 
advance. 

With buying on a much broader 
scale than has of late been the rule, 
towares ascended readily, and profit 
‘taking sales led to only transient set- 
backs. The wide discrepancy be- 
tween the estimate today from the 
Northwestern Grain Dealers’ associa- 
tion was explained bere as due large- 
ly to differences in the acreage basis 
used. According to a leading author- 
ity in Chicago, the Canadian official 
estimate for 1922 had failed to Justi- 
fy itself, and the inference was that 
the extraordinary recent government 
estimate of 470,000,000 bushels for 
this year in Canada was also over- 
estimated. 

Attention to Washington plans for 
farm relief measures counted notice- 
ably as an additional bullish factor 
in the wheat market, and were more 
or less responsible for lifting values 
just before. the close, which was vir- 
tually at the topmost level of the day.

Scores Proposal 
For Wet Repeal 


New York, September 28—Con- 
demning a recommendaticn of a “wet” 
_—— in the New Jersey state repub- 
ican platform, made at a revent con- 
ference of republicans m Trenton, 
former United States Senator Frel- 
inghuysen, of New Jersey, in a letter 
to former Governor Edward C. 
Stokes, chairman of the New Jersey 
state republican committee, made 
public today, takes sharp issue with 
“the effort to stir up wet sentiment.” 
The republican party, he said, “should 
not bend as has the democratic party 
in New Jersey, to the brewers, <is- 
tillers, gamblers, bootleggers and law 
breakers.” 

“If the republican party in New 
Jersey believes that the eighteenth 
amendment should be repealed or 
amended,’ Mr. Frelinghuysen wrote, 
“let it, at a congressional election 
manfully so declare. Let there be 
no evasion, cowardice, no aullifica- 
tion. Let us above all things be hon- 
est.” 

“There is no stauncher supporter 
of law and order in the country to- 
day than President Coolidge,’ he con- 
tinued. “The present republican ad: 
ministration at Washington stands 
for the enforcement of the eighteenth 
amendment. Every republican famil- 
iar with national affairs knows that 
the national republican platform next 
year, when we elect a new president, 
will not favor a repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment, nor a 
a modification of the Volstead law. 
Why, then, would you bave che party 
in New Jersey out of step with the 
party throughout the country. You 
cannot believe that a clause in our 
state platform favoring beer and light 
wines will fool anyone.” 

The senator declared the state of 
New Jersey is a “byword” so far as 
the enforcement of the eighteenth 
amendment is concerned. “Is it any 
wonder,” he asked, “that a common 
query in New Jersey is ‘when will 
the eizhteenth amendment take ef- 
fect?’” 

He declared that nullification of 
the eighteenth amendment could not 
be urged and “at the same time deny 
the right of the bolshevists or com- 
munists to attempt in their way to 
nullify the constitutional. guaranty of 
private property.” 

“I am sure you will pause before 
attempting to commit the republican 
party to the democratic position on 
the eighteenth amendment,” he added. 
“We all depreciate organizations 
that attempt to take the law into 
their own hands, but if neither party 
in New Jersey will stand for the con- 
stitution and public officials sworn 
to enforce the law will not do so, 
would it be surprising if the people 
resorted to vigilance committecs?
